.sons fell under a volley of National 
Guard rifle fire Thursday night in 
the resumption of the savage rioting 
near the plant of the Electric Auto- 
Lite Company. 


The men apparently had been shot 


by the National Guardsmen. Three 
others were hurt by flying missies 
Among the thousands of bricks and 
bottles hurled by strike sympthizcrs, 
a soldier also was injured. 


The battle was continuous after a 


lull of an hour or two Thursday pre- 
ceding which two men were slain and 
other-: wounded by guardsmen's rif- 
le;:. Some 5,000 persons, mostly men, 
were in the crowd fired upon by the 
'vons during the day. The mob melt- 
ed to about 2.000 around the dinner 
hour. As darkness' fell, however, it 
baan to increase again, and by 8:30 
had increased to more htan 6,000 per- 
sons 


Ambulances plowed

crowd afire the firing subsided, and 
picked up the injured. The wounded 
men said they were John Sullivan, 
30, shot in arm and Edwin Scobie, 
shoulder wound. Edward Wcstfere, 69, 
was .struck by a rock. Sergt. George 
Hoiniger, a guardsman was struck bv 
•\ brick. Frank Blaesly was also hit 
by n brick.

after the fugitives. 


Four men and two women partici- 


pated in the bold foray. 


The little bank is situated in a 


crossroads village close to the Indiana 
line. 


Officers suspected the robbers may 


have been the same band that killed 
two east Idniana policemen Thurs- 
day night in a shooting to which 
there were no witnesses.

2 Policemen Slain 


CHICAGO—Two policemen of East 


Chicago, Ind., were shot to death with 
machine guns late Thursday when 
they tried to stop several men in an 
automobile for questioning on the road 
two mile? south of East Chicago. 


Police at first suspected the murder- 


ers were John Dillinger, Indiana des- 
perado, and_ some, of his followers. 


The Ev«r^eliii£»of the'techtne gaiP < « 


ning were: 


Policeman Martin O'Brien, married 


and father of three children. 


Floyd Mulvhill, veteran of the for- 


ce. 


Mulvhill and O'Brien were patroll- 


ing Gary road out of East Chicago 
on the last shift. One of their prin- 
cipal jobs was to investigate all cars 
containing suspicious people, and es- 
pecially to be on the lookout for tho 
Dillinger mob. Both policemen knew 
Dillinger by sight and several of his 
closer confederates. 


Late Thursday they sighted a speed- 


ing car headed south of East Chica- 
go toward Gary. Mulvhill and O'Brien 
pursued. At a desolate spot two miles 
south of town and close to the Cudahy 
plant, they forced the suspects' car 
o the curb. 


Gunfire Unexpected 


Both Mulvhill and O'Brien stepped 


>ut. Suddenly there was a burst of 
fire. Both officers fel Ito the ground, 
riddled with bullets. As the policemen 
crumpled to the pavement the assass- 
ins sped away. 


The shooting was heard by motor- 


ists in the vicinity. Several drew up 
to the spot and found the slain police- 
men. Other made fainthearted efforts 
to follow the speeding car, but soon 
gave up the chase. 


News of tho killing was flashed to 


East Chicago and squads hastened to 
the scene. Radio messages were sent 
cut to be on the lookout for the kill- 
r:'. 
Police said the Dillinger mob has 


been thought to be in hiding in the 
East Chicago section. It was recalled 
that on his last known appearance 
there, the outkw and his gangsters 
in the robbery of the First National 
Bank of East Chicago shot and killed 
i-gt. William P. O'Malley of the East 
Chicago force.

Chew of Tobacco Blamed for Thorp 


Ouster . . . Losing His Job Is Hard 
Taj* for Postmaster . . . Two Words

WASHINGTON. — Did a

The mystery of the Senate Com- 


merce Committee's rejection of Dr. 


• Willard'Thorp, chief of the Bureau of 


Foreign and Domestic Commerce, still 
puzzles. insiders here. 


Many explanations are offered. At 


least four separate, differing .versions 


, are given by committee members. The 
• chewing tobacco story, however, is one 
v substantiated in fact. 


After a cabal of present and for- 


mer employes of Thorp's bureau had 
succeeded in having Thorp's confirma- 
tion held up. Assistant Secretary of 
. Commerce John Dickinson, another 
• "brain truster," lobbied valiantly in 


Thorp's behalf. 


Before 
long, 
Chairman 
Hubert 


Stephens of the committee was found 
to be intensely bitter against Dickin- 


", son, though not against Thorp. When 
• Stephens finally maneuvered Thorp 


out of the picture,, he exulted over

Dickinson, who is often ragged by 


friends for his occasional tobacco- 
chewing,- boasted proudly of two or 
three colleagues that he had found in 
Washington a fellow masticator of the 
cud. 


Next thing he knew Stephens was 


' telephoning Secretary of Commerce 


Dan Boper to protest bitterly that 
Dickinson was going around accusing 
him of being a tobacco-chewer. 


Apparently 
the 
senator 
thought 


Dickinson had been trying to vilify 
him. Anyway, from that time on. 
Stephens seemed determined to "get" 
Thorp. 


Has Hard Time Losing Job 


Postmaster S. J. Breeding of Suiter. 


Va., who caused some consternation 
in Washington as a federal jobholder 
who was actually trying to resign, but 
couldn't get anyone to accept his res- 
ignation, will have his wish. 


His postoffice is at the site of a lum- 


ber plant. The lumber company ha.s 
moved away. The job never did pay 
more than $10 or $12 a month and 
now, handling but two or three fetters 
a day and rapidly starving, Breeding 
also wants to move away.

Eliminate Clothes Gradually in Expos- 


ing Child to Sim—Avoid Basking 


Him on Windy Days 


We have such queer seasons, jump- 
ng from cruel winter weather into 
lot somthering days, that mothers 
must be in a state of utter confusion j 
bout sun baths for the children. 
But the sun bath is like clothes—it 


las to be adjusted to the day. the sea- 
on, and the urge and condition of the 
hild—Therefore I think that it is al- 
most as necessary to give the children 
heir sun under the advice of a physi- 
ian. as their medicine. 
After all, it is a sort of medicine, 
nd like the latter, is dangerous' in 
verdoses. 
Yet children need it, because there 
s a mysterious building quality about 


that defeats every attempt at imi- 


ation. Cod-liver oil is a valuable sub- 
titute, but even so it is only virtuous 
y proxy. The sun on sea water has 
mysteriously affected the 
bodies of 


sh, and has been curiously stored in 
leir bodies, especially in the oils. 


Too Much Sun Dangerous 


Most parents now know that too j 


much sun can be dangerous, that1 
strcng sunlight suddenly turned on an 
unprepared and exposed body is a 
bad thing indeed. However, at. this 
tirrie of the year a little reminding 
won't hurt anybody—besides a few 
more things are always being discov- 
ered. 


To be entirely safe, be sure that 


babies are not given outdoor sunbaths 
with .their. bodies stripped if it is 
blowing or cool. There is much pneu- 
monia now. On such a day, choose 
;-. room sheltered from the wind and 
where there is no chance of his tak- 
ing cold. And make it short, espec- 
ially if he isn't used to any exposure. 


Don't take his clothes off all at once 


for the outdoor bath. Let his hands 
and face pet used to it first. Turn 
his feet away from the sun. Raise his 
head just a little so that his forehead 
and eyelids make enough shadow to 
shelter his eyes from glare. Begin 
with three or five minutes. In a few 
days, ten. Work it up gradually to 
half an hour, twice a day. 


Expose Gradually 


As for peeling him, roll up his 


sleeves first. Now we have his head 
—(Oh, yes, slip his bonnet off after 
a few days)—and his arms and hands 
exposed. 
Next hi.s stockings come off. 


Juit his torso covered now. His slip 
goei' next. Don't take off his shirt 
until he is entirely ready for it by 
this other gradual preparation. The 
older baby may stand a less gradual 
change. 


Don't let him cook too Ions?. The 


doctor will probably limit your baby 
to the half-hour period (after he is 
seasoned' twice a day, and the older 
one to 45 minutes or an hour. 


C"n hot days before ten or eleven 


o'clock, and after three o'clock is best. 
On tcorching hot days, no sun at all. 
Baby is better under a shady tree or 
in the eool house until the blast has 
spent itself. In summer it is our bus- 
iness to ksep him cool.

truits. 


"Beans, cabbage, onions, preen or 


red peppers, melons, cucumbers, and 
peanuts are notoriously gassy. 


"Avoid sugar in concentrated form 


and take no candy or other food be- 
tween meals. Hot cakes and waffles 
might not bo bad, if they arc prop- 
erly fried; that is. totally immersed 
in fat at the right temperature.

to Pay on Debts 


But Installment June 15 


May Be Smallest Yet 


Reported 


LONDON. Eng. —(#>)—A belief that 


Great Britain had decided to make a 
war debt payment June 15 to "keep its 
slate clean" was held Thursday by 
American business quarters in Lon- 
don. They would not be surprised, 
however, if the, payment 
is 
even 


smaller than the one last December 
of $7,500,000. 


The government maintains secrecy 


regardint; debts beyond a hint that 
its decision on what to do may have 
been drafted in rough form and is 
awaiting President Roosevelt's mes- 
fnjrc to Congress on the subject. 


Speculation linked Anglo-American 


trade and currency stabilization with 
the problem. 


A revised version of the suggestion 


that Britain might liquidate the debts 
by payment in goods and services al- 
so was being discussed here. A sug- 
gestion recently came from Washing- 
ton that England might pay in ship- 
ments of tin, a comodity for which 
the United States depends to a large 
extent on imports. 


Basing their argument on (he as- 


sumption that thcr is no possibility 
of getting large scale money pcy- 
nicnts from Britain, these men believ- 
ed it probable that other comoditics 
not natural resources in the United 
States, would be acceptable to Amer- 
ica in lieu of cash. 


Weekly Sunday School Lesson 


The Last Judgment 


Text: Matt. 25.-.11-4G 


The International Uniform Sunday 


School Lesson for May 27

Judgment is a great word and a 


great idea in the Old and New Testa- 
ments. It is what marks the great- 
ness of both Old Testament religion 
and New Testament religion; for there 
can be no greatness of religion where 
there arc not high and exacting stand- 
ards. 


The failure to understand that some- 


times has led to slackness, to the pro- 
mulgation of religions that have not 
required much from those who be- 
lieved in them and followed them. 


Sometimes the exactions of religion 


have been so formal and have had so 
little to do with moral or spiritual 
reality that there .has been a strong 
reaction, and from being apparently 
too strict people have come to make 
a sort of religion of lack of strictness. 


The Inte Dr. George A. Gordon of 


Old South Church in Boston, once 
preached a great sermon on judgment, 
in which he representend judgment 
as the supreme thing in the life of an 
earnest nnd honest man, the one great 
goal toward which he was moving. 


Surely this is true in every sphere 


of honest life nnd labor. The artist 
docs not wish to produce something 


cheap or worthless. He values judg- 
ment upon his work and he is'anxi- 
ous to satisfy the critics who know. 


The honest workman wants his work 


to stand the test. He does not resent 
the discovery of some flaw, because 
he wants to make his work perfect. 


What was the idea that Jesus had 


of judgment? He thought it was in- 
evitable for man, and he pictured all 
life as moving toward the great last 
judgment. We do not 
know 
how 


much the portrayal in our lesson is 
symbolic, but at any rate it is sym- 
bolic of a real fact. 


It is not surprising that men should 


fear judgment, as cuch as they seek 
it. They want judgment to be fair 
and reasonable. They do not want 
to bo in the hands of some arbitrary 
judge who mill be swayed by preju- 
dice or by hate. 


Jesus taught that fe arc to be judg- 


ed by a God of love, who understands 
nil that enters into the judgment. Yet 
he indicated that this judgment would 
be stern, if it was also loving. 


It would reveal all sham and pre- 


tense in life. It wa sa judgment in 
which little deeds of kindness and 
gentle words would outweigh all pro- 
fession of righteousness where there 
had been no sincerity of kindness in 
act or word. 


So we have this striking portrayal 


of some of those who professed the 


on lo become U. S. senator, the most 
powerful political boss in the land, 
maker of presidents nnd chief liaison 
officer between industry nnd politics, 
enjoying vast power nnd riches. 


But something in him has died. His 


old dream dissolves. He plays the 
KJiine, henceforth, without scruples, 
for what (here is in it; he sells his 
soul to gain the world, in other words ( 
—and in the end there is no profit 
iu it.

WASHINGTON-^)—A Trade Com- 


mission investigator testified Tuesday 
that Henry L. Daughtery, with an in- 
vestment of only 1 million dollars had: 
actual control of Cities Service Com- 
pany whose ledger value was 1 billion 
dollars. 


A. E. Lundvall, the investigator, told 


the commission that Daughtery, with 
a $1,000,000 purchase of a special class 
of stock in 1929, not available to other 
stockholders, 
increased 
his voting 


strength to 29.6 per cent whereas it 
otherwist would have been only three 
per cent. 


Lundvall said this 29.6 per cent was 


ample to control the company owing 
to the widespread distribution of the 
rest of the capital stock, and that the 
special stock was sufficient alone to 
control the company, since is rep-, 
resented 26 per cent of the voting 
strength. 


Robert Burns, Cities Service law- 


yer issued a statement in which he 
said the purchase of these shares did 
not change Doherty's control, and that 
in voting the issue, the stockholders 
had sustained Doherty's management. 


"It is significant," 
Lundall 
said, 


"that just ten days prior to the sale 
of these 200,000 shares, the first offi- 
cial step was taken, on March 20, 1929, 
by the directors of he Cities Service 
Company to increase Mr. Doherty's 
voting power by 1,000,000 otes at an 
investment of $1 per ote. 


"Each share of the then outstanding 


common stock carried one-fifth of a 
vote while each share of the five per 
cent noncumulative stock (the spec- 
ial purchase) is entitled to one vote, 
which is equivalent to 40,000 for the 
200,000 shares of common stock and 
1,000,000 for the 1,000, shares of the 
fie per cent noncumulative stock. 
! 


"Thus the disposal by Mr. Doherty 


of his 20,000 shares o£ Cities Service ( 
common at a profit of $17,748,032 and' 
purchase of the new stock did not1 
cntal any sacrifice of his personal 
control of Cities Service Company,' 
but on the 
contrary 
strengthened 


it by increasing his voting power 25 
times." 


"The reason for the issue of this 


new class of stock," Burns said, "was 
that there was justified fear at the 
time of the intrusion of speculative 
interest into affairs of the company. 
Just prior to that time, several at- 
tempts had been made by specu- 
lative interests to acquire large blocks 
of Cities Service Company common 
slock for the purpose of control."

"It seems as though the National

"We attempt lo Work out legisla- 


tive assistance, and we find that the 
sporting clement of our country, rep- 
rescnj,cfl by its $t\\d agents, is more 
powerful than the Department of Jus- 
tice at Washington."

"In the United States there were 


11,000 homicide.'; in 1932," he said,

arms out of federal legislation."

Ihnt of Nathan Hale, he said. Where 
patriotism then was characterized by 
self-sacrifice, it today is characterized 
by selfishness and impatience.
